Tar Heels QB out 

North Carolina quarterback 
Max Johnson will miss the rest of 
the season after having surgery for 
a broken right leg, coming after he 
was carted off in the season-open- 
ing win at Minnesota and taken to 
the hospital. 

The school announced Johnson’s 
status on Friday, saying he had sur- 
gery in Minneapolis and is accom - 
panied by his parents there. He 
will return to Chapel Hill soon and 
is expected to make a full recovery. 

Conner Harrell, who played for 
the Tar Heels in last season’s bowl 
game after Drake Maye declared for 
the draft, led the team the rest of 
the way in Thursday’s 19-17 win 
at Minnesota and would be posi- 
tioned to take over the starting job 
for Saturday’s home game against 
Charlotte. 

Johnson, the son of former NFL 
quarterback Brad Johnson, had 
transferred from Texas A&M and 
won the starting job over Harrell 
to replace Maye, the No. 3 overall 
NFL draft pick. But he was hurt 
when his leg bent awkwardly as he 
was taken to the ground on a blitz 
by Justin Walley in the third quarter 
of the game. 

Johnson immediately clutched 
his leg around the knee and stayed 
down for several minutes before 
being carted off the field. 

The fifth-year quarterback, who 
started his career with two years 
at LSU, finished 12 for 19 for 71 
yards with one interception while 
also running for a score. The team 
awarded Johnson a game ball af- 
terward. 


Pitt RB ineligible 

PITTSBURGH — Pitt running 
back Rodney Hammond Jr. has 
been declared ineligible and will 
miss the 2024 season, the school 
announced Friday. 

No reason was provided, but 
Hammond remains a member of 
the team and can practice, the 
school said. 

Hammond, in his fourth year, led 
the Panthers in rushing last year 
with 564 yards and scored four 
touchdowns. 

Desmond Reid was listed as 
co-No. 1 on the depth chart at 
running back heading into Pitt’s 
opener Saturday at home against 
Kent State. 

Reid is a third-year transfer from 
Western Carolina, where he played 
for new Pitt offensive coordinator 
Kade Bell and ran for 897 yards and 
13 touchdowns last season.

Midland used a 28-point fourth 
quarter to pull away to a 45-7 win 
over Clarke (Iowa) in its opener in 
Fremont. 

Tyson Denkert had two TD runs 
before starting the fourth quarter 
with a 44-yard punt return touch- 
down with 12:06 left.

Denkert, a Kenesaw grad, fin- 
ished with 174 yards on 18 carries. 
Midland’s defense created four 
turnovers. 


Dolphins extend coach 

MIAMI GARDENS, Fla. — The 
Miami Dolphins want Mike Mc- 
Daniel to be around for a while. 

The coach who was just the third 
Dolphins coach to make the play- 
offs in each of his first two seasons 
at the helm signed a contract Friday 
that extends him through the 2028 
season. His initial contract was go- 
ing to expire in 2025. 

A person familiar with the deal 
confirmed the news first reported 
by ESPN, speaking to the Asso- 
ciated Press on condition of an- 
onymity because the deal hadn’t 
been announced. 

The Dolphins have gone 20-14 in 
two seasons under McDaniel, who 
was hired in 2022 to replace Brian 
Flores. In the first head coaching 
job of his nearly two- decades long 
career, McDaniel led the Dolphins 
to back-to-back playoff appear- 
ances for the first time since 2000- 
Ol. 

McDaniel made a name for 
himself rather quickly in Miami, 
whether for his tendency to go 
viral for his quick wit and quirky 
idiosyncrasies, or for the rapid of- 
fensive success that he’s ushered 
in on a Dolphins team that had 
long struggled on that side of the 
ball.

UNO featured a balanced of- 
fense as Shayla McCormick 


was one of four Mavs with dou- 
ble-digit kills. She had 17 kills and 
14 digs, while McKenna Ruch had 
12 kills and three blocks. Freshman 
Celia Spilker led the Mavs with 
five blocks. 

UNO rallied from 16-12 downin 
the first set, pulling within 19-18 
onan Erica Fava ace. But Houston 
finished the set ona 6-2run. 

After hitting .063 in the first set, 
UNO settled in during the second. 
The Mavs scored five straight for 
a 9-4 lead and pulled away from 
there. The lead was 13-7 af- 
ter back-to-back aces by Ruch, 
then Kali Jurgensmeier delivered 
her seventh kill of the set on set 


point. Jurgensmeier had 11 kills on 
the night. 

UNO led most of the third set as 
it stretched the lead to 17-11 ona 
Shayla McCormick kill.

Creighton volleyball. Like, that’s the 
standard and expectation we’ve set 
for ourselves,” senior middle blocker 
Kiara Reinhardt said. “I think we 
come in with that expectation, but 
we also come expecting to prove it 
and dominate every game.” 

Booth said the Jays, whoreturned 
most of their production from a 
team that made it to the Sweet 
16 last season, were “shockingly 
clean” for their first game of the 
season. 

CU (1-0) got strong debuts out of 
Kentucky transfer Elise Goetzinger 
and Penn State transfer Maddy Bili- 
novic. And at one point or another, 
Reinhardt, Kendra Wait, Ava Martin 
and Norah Sis all delivered the way 
they have over the past few years. 

But JayaJohnson stole the showin 
the first game of her college career. 

Johnson — a redshirt freshman 
from Olathe, Kansas — didn’t see 
any action in 2023. She delivered 
against the Wolfpack (0-1) after 
impressing in the Blue and White 
scrimmage. The former top-100 
prospect tied for a match-high 11 
kills while hitting .526. 

“It was awesome. It was really 
nice,’ said Johnson, an opposite 
hitter who felt the love from her 
teammates, namely including Re- 
inhardt, all night. “I think feeling 
that overwhelming support from 
our team feels really nice” 

Said Booth: “First time out there, 
how’s akid gonna perform? And she 
came in and did a phenomenal job.” 

NC State didn’t let either one of 
Martin or Sis get going. That was 
the Wolfpack’s defensive emphasis, 
and it worked early. 

Along with Wait, who finished 
with 39 assists, Reinhardt buoyed 
the Bluejays through the first set. 
Reinhardt controlled the middle of 
the net with NC State smothering 
the pins. She had three straight kills 
to put CU up 9-2 and send Sokol

The Wolfpack controlled the first 
few points of the second. Midway 
through the set, Martin and Sis were 
hitting .071 combined while NC 
State built alead, one that vanished 
because of Goetzinger and Johnson. 

Goetzinger (10 kills on .471) tied 
the second set at 8-all. NC State 
jumped back in front, and she re- 
sponded with a hard-hit kill that 
made its way through the Wolf- 
pack and tothe hardwood. Another 
Goetzinger kill two points later put 
the Jays back in the driver’s seat. 

Then Johnson — six kills on nine 
swings in the second — rode that 
momentum and went to work. 

“We got everyone really, really 
involved in the match. Sometimes 
we're really heavy to the outside if 
we get out of system a lot;’ Booth 
said. “Great night against a great 
NC State team.” 

The Jays, Booth said, played with 


a lot of parity. Two days before the 
matchup, that’s exactly what she 
expected from NC State. It’s why 
Booth figured the Wolfpack would 
be such a tough out. 

NC State got good nights out of 
Ava Brizard and Amanda Rice, the 
two combining to hit .242 with 14 
kills, but they were the the excep- 
tions. 

With two defensive specialists 
in the starting six, the Jays held the 
Wolfpack to .134 — their worst hit- 
ting performance since going -.038 
against Pittsburgh last October. 

“Wow,” said Booth, who at- 
tributed that to a couple of factors. 
“T think we served well and they 
were out of system a ton, which 
a block to set up. ... [thought our 
backcourt defense was tenacious.” 

The Jays, Johnson said, aren’t 
cocky coming off a season-open- 
ing win that solidified the standard 
they’ve had set for a month. They 


understand every night won’t be as 
easy as Friday looked. 

Saturday surely won’t be. 

Creighton gets Missouri, an SEC 
sleeper that added a handful of key 
transfers this offseason, and Booth 
is expecting nothing short of a dog 
fight. 

“T love playing fantastic teams, 
and Missouri is a fantastic team)’ 
Booth said. “Our adage is, enjoy 
this for a couple moments and get 
agoodnight’s sleep and be ready for 
abattle tomorrow.”

The opening run didn’t end un- 
til NU had a net violation on the 
11th rally of the match. 

“It kind of just shows how 
fired up we all are for the season,” 
Krause said. “We weren’t going to 
let anything drop.” 

Later in the set Reilly was back 
at the service line and served 
back-to-back aces. She finished 
with five aces in the first set, al- 
ready topping her previous career 
high of four. 

Nebraska topped the Islanders

Krause led the Huskers with 13 
kills on .478 hitting. 

Allick had kills on each of her 
first five attempts and finished 
with six kills on .600 hitting. Andi 
Jackson had seven kills and also hit 
.600. 

In the second set, the Islanders 
were more aggressive with their 
serves and swings and trailed 22- 
19 late. 

Then Jackson smashed a kill on 


ashort slide play, and Reilly hada 
block on set point for a 25-20 win. 

In the third set, Nebraska 
brought in transfer outside hit- 
ter Taylor Landfair and transfer 
middle blocker Leyla Blackwell 
for their first extended time on 
the court. 

“We changed the lineup in the 
third (set), and we didn’t miss 
a beat?’ Cook said. “Sometimes 
when we do that it backfires a lit - 
tle bit. I’m really pleased with all 
of that.” 

Landfair had some impressive 
kills, finishing with five on 10 at- 
tempts. 

“It’s hard coming off the 
bench,” Cook said. “We’ve been 
working the last couple of days 
on (Landfair) really hitting the ball 


hard, and she swung hard tonight. 
I think that left-front player is go- 
ing to be remembering that hit for 
awhile. There’s not many players 
that can do that.” 

Tori Arrington and Kyndal 
Payne had seven kills apiece for 
Corpus Christi.
